2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach in combination with the other limitations of the independent claims a pre- 
combustor followed by a nozzle and a resonator wherein the pre-combusted mixture is 
detonated (see paragraph 32 of the disclosure for a description of the detonation 
process; also note that different independent claims claim different species with different 
additional limitations that make possible said detonation).
